On 11-09-00 the U.S. Department of Labor, in response to a petition filed on your behalf, 
issued a certification of group eligibility to apply for the Trade Adjustment Assistance (TAA) for 
all workers of Ethicon Endo-Surgery, Inc., Cincinnati, Ohio who became totally separated 
from employment on or after 09-20-99 and before 11-09-02.

OBES personnel will work with you to develop a reemployment 
plan to determine the services most suited to your needs. OBES 
personnel can advise you on the employment outlook for you with 
your particular job skills to help you decide what kind of work best 
fits your aptitudes and interests, and tell you about employment 
and training opportunities that may be available. 


Qualifying for TAA Training* 


You may be referred to training at no cost to you if you meet each 
of the following criteria: 


@ suitable employment is not available to you; 

@ you would benefit from training; 

@ there is reasonable expectation that you will find 
employment when you complete the training; 

@ you are qualified to undertake and complete training; 

© training is appropriate and for a suitable duration; 

@ training cost is reasonable and comparable to like 
training; and 

@ funds are available. 


In NO case shall the training exceed 104 institutional weeks. 


If the only suitable training opportunity is located 50 miles or more 
from your home, you may receive supplemental assistance in the 
form of transportation/subsistence allowances. 


When it is determined that training is not feasible or appropriate 
for you, a temporary 30-day waiver of the participation in training 
requirement will be issued. Waivers must be reviewed every 30 
days by an OBES representative to determine whether training 
opportunities have become feasible/appropriate. 


If it is determined that vocational or technical training is not an 
option for you, on-the-job training may be considered. Under on- 
the-job training, OBES agrees to reimburse an employer for the 
extraordinary costs of your training. The employer must agree to 
employ you for at least 26 weeks after you complete training. 


* TAA-funded training opportunities are contingent upon 
continued funding from the USDOL. 


Qualifying for a 


job search allowance 


If OBES determines that you cannot secure suitable employment 
in your normal commuting area, you may be eligible for a job search 
allowance. This allowance covers expenses you incur while seeking 


employment outside your normal commuting area. You may 
receive 90 percent of necessary transportation and living expenses 
with certain federal maximums applied (not to exceed $800), while 
searching for such employment. 


You must file for job search allowances within 365 days after 
the date of certification or within 365 days after the date of your 
last total separation from import-affected employment, 
whichever is later, or within 182 days after the completion of 
TAA-approved training. 


You are required to apply at your local OBES office PRIOR to 
beginning your search for work outside your normal commuting 
area. Only travel within the United States can be authorized. 


Qualifying for a 


relocation allowance 


Ifyou obtain employment in another area, you may receive financial 
assistance to relocate to the new area of employment. 


A relocation allowance pays 90 percent (with certain federal 
maximums applied) of the reasonable and necessary expenses of 
moving you, your family and your household goods (not to exceed 
the federally authorized weight limit) to the new location. In 
addition, you may receive a lump sum payment equal to three times 
your former average weekly wage (not to exceed $800) to help 
you get settled. 


You must apply for relocation allowances at your local OBES office. 
Your application must be filed BEFORE you move. Your 
application may be approved if it is determined that you are 
unemployed and no suitable work is available in your home area 
and that you: 


@ HAVE OBTAINED suitable work of long-term duration 
or a bona fide offer of such work in an area within the 
United States to which you will move; 


@ have not previously received a relocation allowance in 
the period covered by the certification; and 


@ are totally separated from employment at the time of 
relocation. 


Partially separated workers may apply in anticipation of total layoff. 


You must file for a relocation allowance within 425 days after 
the date of certification or within 425 days after your last total 
separation from adversely affected employment, whichever is 
later, or within 182 days after you complete TAA-approved 
training. 


Appeal Rights 


Group Appeal: 


If your group’s petition for TAA is denied, your group may request 
administrative reconsideration from the USDOL within 30 days after 
the determination is published in the Federal Register. This request 
must be in writing and provide specific reasons why the workers 
consider the USDOL decision to be in error. 


Your group may also appeal to the U.S. Court of International Trade, 
Office of the Clerk, Federal Plaza, New York, New York, 10007, 
within 60 days of a denial’s publication in the Federal Register. 
Your group may also file a petition for judicial review with the U.S. 
Court of International Trade within 60 days of receiving the 
administrative reconsideration decision. 


Individual Appeal: 


If you are not satisfied with the determination of your individual 
application, you have the same appeal rights as are provided under 
the Ohio unemployment compensation law. Each determination 
that you receive will contain an explanation of your rights for the 
filing of an appeal and the time limits.
